Israel decides on 
its guidelines for 
Lebanon peace 


The Israel government has 
devided on basic guidelines on a set- 
tlement for Lebanon following the 
cease-fire at the weekend, The 
Israel view — considered i] the 
cabinet on Sunday — is being 
presented to America's special en- 
voy, Philip Habib, and reportedly 
envisages an Israeli presence in 
Lebanon “for several months, but 
not for years.” 


Diplomatic Reporter Benny Mor- 
ts writes: 

At a meeting Friday the cabinet 
decided to appoint a committee of 
seven to handle the political 
negotiations which will lake place in 
the coming weeks and months with 
the U.S., Syria and possihly the 
Lebanese government regaraing the 
Israeli presence in Lebanon and the 
long-term settlement of the 
Lebanese crisis. The commmittee 
consists of Prime Minister Begin, 
Foreign Minister Yitzhak Shamir, 
Defence Minister Ariel Sharon, 
Deputy Prime Minister Simha 
Ehrlich, Interior Minister Yosef 
Burg, Health Minister Eliezer 
Shostak and Labour and Social Bet- 
terment Minister Aharon Uzzan. 

Government sources said at the 
weekend that Israel will have three 
main concerns in the negotla- 
tions. The first will be to prevent the

Shamir said that Israel will not leave 
the areas it has conquered in 
Lebanon before “a decision (by the 
sides) on the principles of the set- 
tlement." 

Shamir said that [srael's position 
is strong enough to resist having to 
accept any ideas on the future of 
Lebanon that “Israel does not really 


wish to accept.” The US., he said, 


knows that it cannot get anything 
from Israel by applying pressure,

A role now for the U.S.

WASHINGTON.— As @ price for 
Israel's eventual withdrawal from 
Lebanon, the Reagan administra- 
tion is expected to accept an ex- 
panded multinational peacekeeping 
presence in Southern Lebanon, with 
the participation of U.S. troops. 

Well-placed U.S. officials anid 
Saturday that President Ronald 
Reagan and Secretary of State 
Alexander Haig recognize that 
Israel is unlikely to pull out of 
Lebanon without such firm U.S. as- 
surances, 

The officials also said Reagan and 
Haig fully understand that the U.S. 
will have to take the diplomatic lead 
in stabilizing the situation in 
Lebanon, 

Prime Minister Menachem 

Begin's scheduled talks with 
Reagan, Halg and other U.S. of- 
ficials on June 21 are expected to 
play an important role in developing 
a new formula, 
+ On Saturday Haig met Ambas- 
sador Moshe Arens to press for an 
immediate cease-fire with the PLO 
in and around Beirut, stressing U.S, 
concern over the loss of life follow- 
ing 12 hours of {sracti bombing and 
shelling. : 

Some U.S. officials saw potential- 
ly positive developments from the 
war in Lebanon. The New York 
Times quoted U.S, speciatists as say- 
ing that ‘the [sraeli miliary moves 
may have so shaken the situation 
that new efforis, as yet uncharted, 
may succeed.”

‘Israel will have 
to withdraw its forces from 
Lebanon,” a carefully drafted State 
Department communique said, but 
it added, “and the Palestinians wil 
have to stop using Lebanon as a 
launching pad for attacks on 
Israel,” 

On Tuesday night, the U.S. went 
80 far as to use its veto to block pas- 
sage of a UN Security Council 
resolution condemning Israel, 

The shift came earlier than many 
had expected: [t was while the presi- 
dent was still in Bonn, apparentiy ex 
Β result of consultations with Soviet 
President Leonid Brezhnev.

_ Both Reagan and Haig are widely 
seen as being personally, deep down, 
more inclined to go along with the 
Kirkpatrick school. But they may 
not be able to do so, according to 
some analysts. 

The president and the secretary 
of state, it is well known, have no 
‘great love for the PLO or for Syria, 
“both of which are perceived as 
politically and ideologicaily aligned 
with Moscow. Reagan and Halg 
may be chuckling to themselves over 
‘the battering Syria and the PLO 
took from Isracl these past few 
days, But they algo are coming un- 
der strong pressure to move away 
from, the Israeli corner. 

For the U.S. government and 
public, the timing of the Israeli as- 
sault was about as good as could 
have beco hoped for, according to 
U.S, and Isracli observers, .

The cease-fire and beyond 


LAST NIGHT the guns in the north fell silent after a week of fierce 
and bitter fighting, 


Ρ' TRE price ‘of the war was high. Over 130 dead and over 600 woun- 
ic: 


There is no question that what started last Sunday as operation 
“Peace for Galilee” will go down in the annals of modern wars as one 
‘of the most brilliantly executed’ military campaigns. The clock- 
Precision coordination between the Israel Defence Force's major 
branches — infantry, the armoured corps, the air force and the navy 
— as well as all the various, vital auxiliary units, made the [DF's 
quick advance into Lebanon's difficult, hilly terrain possible often 
ahead of planned schedule, 

The PLO terrorists’ bases and infrastructure, which went way 
beyond what the IDF planners of the war had imagined in thelr im- 
mense quantity of ammuriition-and modern equipment, have effec- 
tively been stamped out. 

The lessons of Israel's war in Lebanon will certainly be studied for 
months and years to come by military analysts the world over. 

But there is also another vital lesson to be learned from the war in 
the north. it is the lesson at home of political and civilian control 
over the strategic aims of such a war, particularly given the tremen- 
dous risks of global magnitude involved in the military confrontation. 
According .to several Likud ministers, Israel's top political 
leadership, as it Is represented in the cabinet, was never told much 
More than one move ahead almost throughout the entire campaign. 
On several occasions they were confronted with military facts which 
had already been .crealed on the ground and which made the next 
move inevitable, even if it exceeded by far what they had been told 
originally. This is in stark contrast (o what Defence Minister Ariel 
Sharon clujmed in his press conference on Friday when he Stated that 
the cabinet. was'd full partner and had given its approval to every 
move of the war, 

But now that the guns are silent, the time has come for the politi- 
cians and statesmen to muke the best of the mililary victory, The in- 
itial statements which have come out from both Washington and 
Cuiro seem to be encouruging. Both speak of the need to link Israel's 
withdrawal from Lebanon with proper arrangements on the ground 
which will help Lebanon to resume its own political integrity and 
sovereignty, That means that the by now decimated PLO should no 
longer have a say in Lebanon's internal affairs, It should olso mean 
that the continued military presence of Syria in east Lebanon should 
nat be allowed to dictate Lebanon’s future regime the way it did in 
the pust. There were similar encouraging voices in that direction from 
hoth Lebanese and Saudi representatives. ‘ 

For this to happen, Washington ought to have the courage and 
wisdom 1o involve its own troops in a new peace-keeping force in 
South Lebanon. Whether this will be in the form of another multi- 
National force or a much reinforced UNIFIL contingent is yet 10 be 
seen. Bul one could make a valid point of direct American interest to 
become involved in helping Lebanon resume its status as the pro- 
western democracy in the Middle East it once was. 

Last, but not least, following its tremendous military victory, Israel 
now also has the task to help the much suffering civilian population 
in South Lebanon recover from its deep wounds. 

ft is up τὸ us to be the first to send relief and succour to the hun- 
dreds of thousands of innocent citizens and help them rebuild their 
devasiuted towns and villages, This together with a serious attempt to 
seek a political solution to the Palestinian problem could make the 
heavy price of the war on both sides really justified.

That helps to explain the initially 
mild U.S. response. 

As the war escalated, however, 
this early U.S. support tended to 
erode, The perception grew that 
Israel may have deliberately misled 
everyone about its originally stated 
objectives. There was a sense thal 
Israel was simply itching for a fight 
with the Syrians, despite all the 
public pleas for the Syrians to stay 
out of the contest. Questions, 
naturally, were asked aboul 
ultimate Israeli intentions, : 

A minority of U.S. officials are 
optimistic, They recall that out of 
midst of all the current tensions. 
They recall, for example, that out of 
the three-week Yom Kippur War in 
1973 there emerged a forceful and 
crealive U.S. diplomacy, which 
reshaped the political landscape of 
the Middle East. Secretary of State 
Henry Kissinger, embarking on his 
shuttle diplomacy, mediated Israeli 
disengagement agreements with 
Egypt und Syria. — 

Perhaps these U.S. officials 
believe that Haig will be able to 
emulate his former boss. The new 
political facts of life in Lebanon 
might yet lead to a strengthening of 
the central authority in that war- 
torn country — at the expense of 
the PLO and the Syrians. 

USS. officials accept Israel's oft 
repeated statements that it has no 
territorial ambitions in Lebanon. 
They also know that Washington 
will have to pay a price to obtain 
Israeli withdrawal: perhaps ἃ U.S.

TEL AVIV. — Defence Minister 
Ariel Sharon said on Friday that 
-Israel announced its cease-fire

stressed, adding that the cease-fire 
applied only to Syria, “If the Syrians 
bring in new missile launchers in- 
stead of those we destroyed, we 
shall immediately destroy them, 
too,” Sharon warned. 


The IDF paid a heavy toll for its 
accomplishment: over 100 killed, 
some 600 wounded, “among them 
the cream of the army, such as Aluf 
Yekutlel Adam," Sharori’ told the 
press. He refused to state the 
number of enemy casualties, but 
said that the PLO had 15-20,000 in 
military formations, and 40,000 
armed “militias.” [1 had over 500 
cannons and an arsenal which 
“astounded us when we saw it δι

. The PLO, Sharon continued, 
“suffered a heavy blow which 
should keep it out of the running for 
a very long time,” [1 was to destroy 
the PLO “infrastructure” that Israel 
pursued its drive to the outskirts of 
Beirut.

“We hoped 
they would tell the terrorists 
deployed in their vicinity to pull 
out, That was why we pushed 
vigorously to the north along the 
coastal plain and fingered for a 
while on the eastern flank, But the 
Syrians joined the PLO from the 
first day, firing shells and rockets in 
the terrorists’ support.” Then, afler 


the anti-aircraft missiles in the 
Bek'a were “eliminated,” the 
Syrians introduced new ones there, 
“although U,S. envoy Philip Habib 
was at that fime in Damascus dis- 
cussing a cegse-fire.” 

The aim of the operation was to 
free Israel from a threat on ils 
northern border, Sharon said. “We 
do not covet a single centimetre of 
Lebanese territory.” Christian 
Lebanese were massacred in 1976 by 
the PLO, he noted, and are now un- 
der Syrian occupation, but "no one 
in the Christian world did anything 
to save them. We did, because we 
are a small nation and we know 
what it means lo suffer. As Jews, 85 
Israelis, we had a duty to help.” 


“Because we are Jews and 
Israclis," Sharon added, “we did 
not spare any effort to avoid harm- 
ing civilians, though we sometimes 
paid dearly for this.” 


Shoron praised the army, and par- 
ticularly Chief of Staff Rav-Aluf 
Rafacl Eitan, for the “brilliant” 
planning and execution of the 
operation.

Fortress falls to IDF 
MONDAY,JUNE7 ~~, 


The Beaufort castle, a Crusader 
stronghold that had for years 
terrorized Israel's northern settle- 
ments, fell to the [DF, as the Israeli 
troops continued their push north 
into, Lebanon, taking control .of an 
area of approximately 750. square 
kilometres. By early evening, 31 
hours after the attack into Lebanon 
was launched following a growing 
list of terrorist outrages, the [DF 
held a broad swathe of territory run- 
ning from the mouth of the Awali 
tiver on the Mediterranean coast, 
through to the town of Hatsbaya on 
the north eastern tip of Fatahland. 
The operation was 17 hours ahead 
of schedule, 

Israeli units were still moppi ng up 
pockets of PLO resistance in Sidon 
and along the highway connecting 
Tyre with the mouth of the 
Awali, 5S kilometres north of the 
Isracli-Lebanese border, The push 
towards Damour, a major PLO base 
south of Beirut, continued. 

Civilians in Tyre and Sidon were 
told by leaffets dropped from Israeli 
Planes to congregate in safe areas 
where they would: be unharmed; 
several hours warning was given. 

During Israel airforce raids on 
PLO concentrations in Beirut, 
Syrian aircraft attempted to inter- 
venc, for the first time since the 
hostilities began, 

Israel's Chief of Staff, Rav-Aluf 
Rafael Eitan, said the IDF had 
avoided Syrian-controlled areas 
even when PLO forces were known 
to be there. Travellers on the 
Beirut-Damascus highway 
meanwhile “reportéd a butld-up of 
Syrian troops in Lebanon's Beka’a 
Valley.

Russia too 
called for an end to fighting, 
blaming the U.S, in part for the in- 
cursion, 

In Brussels, the EEC nations were 
reported to be considering a special 
meeting of foreign ministers at the 
request of Greece, which voiced 
“shock and dismay” at the strike, 

Condemnation of Israel's move 
came from China, India, Japan, 
Spain and Yugoslavia, while Egypt 
usked for U.S. intervention. A 
senior Egyptian government official 
said that while Egypt saw itself as a 
bridge between Israel and the Arab 
world, its rote in encouraging the 
autonomy talks was being made 
well-nigh impossible by the invasion 
of Lebanon, :

Desperately hard-pressed, PLO 
chairman Yasser Arafat pleaded for 
aid to a virtually impotent Arab 
world and to the Soviet Union as 
Israel continued to sweep through 
south Lebanon and consolidate its 
gains. Political and religious leaders 
in Beirut had harsh words for what 
they saw as a betrayal of the Palesti- 
nian cause,’ particularly by Syria. 

But despite ground and air 
Clashes between IDF and Syrian 
troops, observers in Jerusalem con- 
tinued to say there were no signs of 
major warfare erupting between the 
two countries. Six Syrian MiGs 
were downed by Israel air force and 
a Syrian pilot captured. Foreign 
Sources reported that Israel had 
moved forces northeast of Damour 
to a point 14 kilometres south of 
Beirul near the Zahle-Beirut 
highway. They also reported the 
capture of Jezzine, in the south, 
saying that an Israeli armoured 
column was virtually nose to nose 
with three Syrian battalions 
Slationed just north of the town. 
IDF sources, who remained tight- 
tipped about the operation, said that 
by morning the IDF had reached 
exactly the line of advance inten- 
ded. Well-armed and determined 
pockets of terrorists still held out 
along the entire Lebanese coastal 
highway, but the PLO infrastructure 
in the region had been totally 
smushed. 

In the Knesset, Prime Minister 
Menachem Begin said ‘tffat while 
the IDF would keep on fighting till 
it ook up a line 40 kms, from the 
border, Israel merely wants Syria to 
keep the PLO on a teash in 
Lebanon, as it does in Syria. Begin 
avoided deliberate provocation of 
the Syrians, although on the ground 
the [DF's closing in on the Bek‘a 
Valley from the south and the west 
seemed to constitute a challenge to 
the Syrian missiles located there. 

Begin again assured Habib that 
Israel is not seeking war with Syria, 
despite Arab reports of Israell 
columns poised to cut the Beirut- 
Damascus highway and link up with 
the Christian mini-state north, of 
Beirut. 

In London, President Reagan 
told both Houses of Parliament that 
while Israel must ‘bring its forces 
home,” this was not enough. “We 
must all work to stamp out the 
scourge of terrorism that in the 
Middle East makes war an ever- 
present threat.” U.S, Secretary of 
State Alexander Haig was guarded 
at a press conference where he 
reiterated that the first ptiority was 
to end the war, Haig also said the 
U.S. hoped for a “lessening of the 
Syrian presence’’ and a 
Strengthening of Lebanese govern- 
ment institutions, If the Soviets took 
up the challenge, Haig said," we 
should view such a step with great 
concern,” 

But in Washington, U.S. officials 
Privately expressed concern that 
Israel's real objectives might be 
more ambitious than initially stated 
and speculated that if this were so, 
US. reaction could be much shar- 
per. 

Round the world, condemnation 
of Israel's strike built up, with the 
UN moving towards a resolution to 
impose sanctions on Israel if 
fighting was not immediately halted. 

In Jerusalem and Tel Aviv small 


left-wing demonstrations provoked 
fist-fights, while in Gaza, a grenade 
thrown at an IDF jeep killed a 
passerby and injuredteight others. 
In the West Bank,| students in 
Nablus and Bethlehem were in- 
volved in minor clashes with IDF 
patrols which used tear gas and rub- 
ber bullets to disperse them. 

In London, British police 
tevealed that the three Arabs 
charged with the attack on Am- 
bassador Argoy had a hit list that 
also included Nabil Ramlawi, head 
of the PLO office there, and that the 
Bfoup to which the men belonged 
was apparently opposed to the 
PLO’s mainstream Fatah 
organization, 


SAM-6 missile hit 


WEDNESDAY, JUNE 9 

The strike into Lebanon became 
a full-scale Israel-Syria confronta- 
tion, with the Israel air force 
knocking out Syria's Bek'a Valley 
SAM-6 missile batteries and dow- 
ning 22 jets. Military analysts 
Suggested that Israel's ability to 
knock out the much-vaunted Soviet 
made missiles would send shock 
waves through the Warsaw Pact 
military establishment. 

Israeli and Syrian forces clashed 
on the outskirts of Beirut and 
struggled for control of the Beirut- 
Damascus highway, Israel also in- 
itiated a massive call-up to deter 
Syrian attacks on the Golan 
Heights. 

Simultaneously, Israeli tanks 
moved in on a Syrian deployment at 
the southern section of Lake 
Karoun, with Israeli and Syrian 
lanks battling in the eastern sector, 
> Defence Minister’ Sharon told’ 
military correspondents that Israel 
could not tolerate a Syrian and PLO 
presence in the Karoun region of 
southern Lebanon, from where the 
Galilee would still be in missile and 
artillery range. The decision to at- 
lack the missiles came after Syria 
had on Monday and Tuesday 
moved in more missiles and other 
material to the area, Sharon ex- 
plained, 

Arab reports continued to speak 
of Israeli forces closing in on Beirut 
from the south and continuing to 
threaten the Beirut-Damascus 
highway at several points, 

U.S. reaction became in- 
creasingly concerned, with Haig 
asking whether the fact that Israel 
had “substantially exceeded" its 
geographical objectives amounted 
to a merely “tactical extension of 
the basic objectives," or rather 
moves likely to draw the Syrians 
into large-scale fighting. “If the 
Syrians become involved, then 
clearly there's a whole new charac- 
ter to the nature of this conflict." 

At the UN, the U.S. veloed a 
Security Council resolution which 
condemned Israel's failure to 
withdraw ils (roops from Lebanon: 
demanded an end to hostilities 
within six hours: and hinted at 
Punitive measures if Israel failed to 
comply. But reliable sources in the 
U.S. administration predicted a 
shift in the originally mild response 
to the Israeli strike, foreseeing a 
“very hard" reaction on Reagan's 
return from Europe. Developments 
in Lebanon have particularly 
angered U.S. officials concerned 
Over the fall-out from Arab states, 

Meanwhile, special U.S. envoy 
Habib met Syrian President Hafez 
Assad, with Lebanese State televi- 
sion reporting that Israel has posed 
four conditions for withdrawal: a 
total pullout of Syrian forces from 
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A map Issued by the IDF command in Tel Aviv shows that the 
Israeli armoured thrust into eastern Lebanon had driven the Syrians 
back some 20 km. from positions they had held in the Bek'a Valley.

THE HOME FRONT 


ON THE THIRD morning of 
Operation Peace for Galilee, the ac- 
tion was no longer near the 
northern settlements. Only grey- 
black clouds of smoke drifting down 
from the north, the incessant rum- 
ble of distant artillery fire, and the 
movement of men and vehicles bear 
witness to the fact that they are 
fighting not so far away. 

In Nahariya, a new mood 
prevails. The constant fear, the in- 
stinctive dive for shelter at the 
sound of every bang, are merely 
memories. {t was as if a heavy 
burden has been lifted from the 
locals’ shoulders, 

But there is a new fear, a fear 
shared by all Isracl. Fear for: the 
safety of husbands and sons still 
fighting in Lebanon. 

The small town of Metulla, long 
harassed by sporadic shelling, 
mourns the loss of a fallen son, 
while a neighbouring kibbutz awaits 
news of a missing youth, | 

In Nahariya, closed down under 
the siege of shell-fire days earlier, 
shops are open and sidewalk cafes 
set out their colourful tables. 
Groups of soldiers stroll through the 
town, stopping at the cafes for 
refreshment. 

At one cafe I meet Yossi and his 
friend Zvika, two paratroopers just 
back from the surrounded port city 
of Sidon. They tell me of the landing 
there, and the battle they had 
fought in the suburbs of Sidon. 

“The landing was easy,” says 
Yossi, “far easier than we had 
imagined when we were ap- 
proaching the shore, We went in un- 
der heavy fire but our casualties

The society's representatives are 
providing soldiers in the North with 
transistor radios, television sets, 
games ard books. They are also giv- 
ing equipment to air force, navy and 
anti-aircraft maintenance units, 


The Communications Ministry 
has set up telephones in Rosh Pina 
and Kiryat Shmona to enable 
soldiers to call home free of charge. 
Similar telephones are being instal- 
led’ in Nahariya, and mobile 
telephones will be moved into 
Lebanon as soon as possible. 


Thousands of Ramat Gan pupils 
last week collected hundreds of 
packages for soldiers and 
paratroopers in the North, and for. 
wounded ones in hospitals, in 
response to a call from Mayor 
Yisrael Peled, Peled said many 
Ramat .Gan families have 
volunteered to host children from 
the North. .

Special teams assess homes damage 


Special teams dispatched to the 
North by government agencies have 
been assessing the damage done to 
public housing by the shelling in 
order that repair work can start im- 
mediately. The spokesmen for the 
public housing companies, Amidar 
and Amigur, said that families 
whose flats cannot be repaired im- 
mediately will be provided with 
temporary housing. 

The outbreak of hostilities last 
week-caught Amigur in the midst of 
a special [S4 million project to bring 
the shelters in Nahariya public 
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housing areas up to acceptable stan- 
dards. . ; 

Teams sent by the Housing 
Ministry's Rural Construction 
Department .are dealing with the 
damage to agricultural settlements. 

The emergency headquarters set 
up by the Ministry of Labour and 
Social Affairs to deal with social 
problems arising from the fighting 
has appealed for volunteors. The 
ministry needs people skilled in 
maintenance and technical work 
and counsellors to work with youth 
in institutions. ᾿

out. Traffic moves comfortably and 
in relative security. 

On Tuesday morning, I join a 
convoy enroute to the Sidon sub- 
urbs, The pastoral scene belies the 
possibility of nearby war.

Wounded soldier: It was something we had to do

HAIFA, — The fine training and performance 
of our young soldiers were descibed last week 
from a Rambam Hospital bed by a 37-year-old 
feserve veteran, who was wounded in Lebanon 
on Sunday, 


Yitzhak, who fought in the Six Day and Yom 
Kippur Wars, was driving a heavy vehicle to 
push aside the barriers UNIFIL soldiers put in 
the way of the Israeli advance. Driving behind a 
column of tanks, he crossed the river and drove 
through a number of villages. During the afler- 
noon he was hit in the chest by a sniper's bullet. 
A tank turned around and fired at the house 
from where the sniper had fired, and killed him, 

Yitzhak, a big man with calloused work- 
ing hands, said he took the big machine out of 
the convoy, and when he felt he might faint, he 
instructed the soldier with him how to stop and 
apply the parking brakes. 

“A young private calmly stopped my 
bleeding with a tourniquet and gave me an infu- 
sion from his personal pack as though he were a 
doctor,” he said. Within 90 minutes he had 
been flown to Rambam Hospital. 

Yitzhak said that from what he saw, the

the night, He was guarding the parked tanks 
when ἃ shell rocket suddenly hit his tank. He 
jumped for shelter behind a second tank which

the villages the way was blocked by astone bar- 
rier, apparently built by the terrorists. “The vil- 
lugers came out, helped us remove the barrier 
and cheered us," he said.

Over 130 Israelis killed in action; 
600 wounded; others still missing

Israel's toll of casualties suffered 
in’ Lebanon stood at over 130 
soldiers dead and some 600 woun- 
ded, an Israel Defence Forces 
spokesman said on Saturday, No 
igures for soldiers missing in action 
were available, 

Among those killed was Aluf 
(Maj-Gen.) Yekutiel Adam, former 
deputy chief of staff, who was to 


have been named head of the.. 


Mossad security service this week. 

Killed together with Aluf Adam 
and buried alongside him at the 
Kiryat Sha‘ul military cemetery In 
Tel Aviv on Friday was Aluf- 
Mishne Haim Sela, Adam's chief of 
operations. Sela, 42, was the son of 
the late Aharon Sela, who served as 
police inspector-general. 

A member of the Golani Brigade,, 
Sela retired from the regular army 
two years ago and went into 
business. He leaves a wife and three 
children. 

Adam, the most senior officer 
ever to fall in battle in Israel, was 
killed in an engagement in Lebanon 
on Thursday. 

Adam's coffin was borne to the 
graveside by six brigadier-generals. 
The large number of mourners in- 
cluded Knesset Speaker Menachem 
Savidor, Premier Menachem Begin, 
cabinet ministers, members of 
Knesset, senior IDF officers and 
many veterans of the IDF who had 


served under “Kuty" at every stage 
of his military career since he first 
joined the Hagana. 

Leaning on a cane, Begin stood at 
the graveside to eulogize Adam. 

“The nation will remember him 
throughout the generations,” Begin 
continued, He recalled that he had 
known and admired Adam since the 
Six Day War and had learned to like 
and respect him highly both as chief 
of-operations and as deputy chief of

“We who are here, though only a

Adam was born in Tel Aviv in 
1927. He was a reconnaissance of- 
ficer in the Givati brigade in the 
War of Independence. 


In the Six Day War, he dis- 
tinguished himself in the battle for 
Um Katef and later commanded the 
Golani, directing retaliatory raids 
against Jordan during the War of 
Attrition. At the outbreak of the 
Yom Kippur War he became deputy 
commander of northern command.

The idea of the unilateral an- 
nouncement by Israel was con- 
ceived Thursday evening in con- 
sullations between Begin, Shamir 
and Sharon and conveyed by 
telephone to Haig just before mid- 
night.

It followed two days of the 
heaviest fighting Beirut had seen 
Since the latest hostilities began, 
with Israeli planes and artillery con- 
tinuing to hit the city's PLO- 
controlled southern and westernc 
environs long after Friday's noon 
cease-fire with Syria went into ef- 
fect and guns felt silent in central 
and eastern sectors, 

Reports Saturday indicated that 
many PLO fighters were fleeing 
their traditional areas in the south 
and west of the cily as these came 
under increasingly heavy bombard- 
ment, making for the capital’s main 
commercial centre; 

Among the targets hit in Beirut 
were the PLO's six-storey head- 
quarters building in Bourj Abu 
Haydar, which was completely 
demolished in an Israeli air strike 
just before Friday's noon truce was 
due to go into effect. 

Tt was also reported Saturday thet 
Walid Jumblatt, Druse leader of the 
leftist National Movement alliance 
in Lebanon, was captured by Israeli 
forces in the village of Mukhtara in 
the central Shuf mountains, and is 
being held under house arrest. 

Syria appeared to be. honouring 
the cease-fire at the weekend, and 
there was no fighting in Central or 
Eastern Lebanon. 

Western diplomats in Damascus 
suggested that Syria had suffered 
heavy losses, including about 90 air- 
planes and 23 missile batteries, 

The losses; they said, were one 
factor in the government's accep- 
tance of a cease-fire in advance of 
an Israeli withdrawal. 

The diplomats said the Syrians 
also jost- most of an :armoured 
brigade: that was stationed in 
Lebanon during the intensive 
ground and air battles.

_ ISRAEL’S SIXTH WAR 


THE FACTS are beyond dispute. In 
four days, the Israel Defence 
Forces invaded 1,500 sq.km. of 
Lebanese territory; killed many 
hundreds of terrorists; pacified a 
population of over 450,000; shot 
down more than 30 Syrian aircraft 
and destroyed many Syrian tanks; 
took Tyre, Rashadiya, Sidon, 
Beaufort Castle, Nabatiya, Hasbaya, 
the -Arnoun plateau; totally 
destroyed most of the terrorists’ in- 
frastructure between the el-Alawi 
and Litani rivers; bombed PLO 
headquarters in Beirut; and 
was poised outside the city. 


Last Wednesday, 17 Syrian anti- 
aircraft missile balteries were 
destroyed, Israeli forees took up 
positions on the Damascus-Beirut 
highway, and routed Syrian forces 
nthe Bek'a Valley. 

All this in only Tour days. 

Any loss is too great, but the mid- 
veek toll of around 50 Israeli dead, 
sven missing, and 120 injured in an 
Oferation of this magnitude is less 
then the minimum that could have 
been expected. One Skyhawk air- 
crafl, two helicopters and several 
armoured vehicles were lost — 
again, below what was anticipated. 

The PLO against which the IDF 
fought in Lebanon was not a dis 
organized, ill-equipped band of 
guerrillas. They were well organized 
with a defined command structure. 
They were well fortified and ade- 
quately trained. They had artillery 
which was the best the Soviet had to 
effer. They had thousands upon 
thouzands of SAM-7 shoulder-held 
anti-aircraft missiles. They had 
tanks — alebit antiquated tanks — 
and hundreds of aroured vehicles, 

Moreover, in many pluces they 
displayed a surprising resolve. In 
Sidon alone, 60 to 70 terrorists were 
killed during the IDF's quick thrust 
into the city last Tuesday morning. 
They could have left; they knew the 
odds they faced and stood their 
Bround and fought. 


OPERATION “Peace for Galilee" 
was not a wulkover. It was a full- 
scale military undertaking in every 
sense. Peace for Galilee was a war.

ISRAEL HAS just fought its sixth 
war — fifth if you don't count the 
war of attrition as a real war, 

{t was a defined war in terms of its 
goals, but confused as to what’ 
course it might take. 


There was even some debate in 
Israel — both before the war and 
during its early stages — as to what 
exactly ought to be achieved. Once 
the army had done its proclaimed 
job the debate was even more in- 
tense on the question of how to han- 
die the Syrian question. There were 
mini sists and maximalists on both 
issues. The one single point on 
which there was a consensus was 
that the situation regarding the 
Lebanese front was critical and 
demanded a radical solution. 

Operation Peace for Galilee — a 
name so cumbersome in English 
that it has iittle chance of being 
remembered — took meticulous 
planning. ft was conducted from 
land, sea and air, calling for close 
coordination between all branches 
of the IDF. The logistics of sustain- 
ing εἰ 70-km. thrust into enomy ter- 
ritory at lightning speed, are 
awesome, Shells and fuel had to fol- 
low the tanks into the field; ground 
forces needed air supprt; and ar- 
tilery needed spotters. The navy had 
to coordinate with the ground 
forces, And the engineer and artil- 
lery corps had to work in tandem 


with the advancing mechanized in- 
fantry and armour. They ail needed 
to communicate, and they all 
needed instant intelligence. And 
they all had to be kept track of by 
the commanders of the operation 
dozens of kilometres away. 


THE MERE THOUGHT of 
managing the flow of data to enable 
clear decision-making is daunting. 
It was all controlled from a modest 
Toom at @ northern army facility. 

Prime Minister Begin and 
Defence Minister Sharon were 
there for the opening stages. The 
latter, in fact, hardly left the area 
except to atiend a cabinet session or 
give a briefing. This, after all, was 
his war. He had wanted it, he had 
pushed for it, and he got it. Perhaps 
not as much as he wanted, but at 
least what he wanted. He had 
fought the cabinet for months and 
systematically won over sufficent 
support. 

1 was Arik’s war — for good or ill 
— and he directed it. He was there 
in the command bunker almost all 
the time. He was present at even the 
most elementary military discus- 
sions. He did not intervene in them 
unless they were linked to policy, 
He left the actual management of 
the war to Chief of Staff Rafael 
(Raful) Eitan and Aluf Amir Drori, 
the publicity-shy commander οἵ 
the Northern front. 

Raful had a special interest in 
Operation Peace for Galilee. His 
remarks are on public record. He 
believed that the problem of the 
northern frontier could only be 
resolved by massive military means, 


The air force was not enough. The: 


problem of the PLO in Lebanon had 
to be dealt with at source without 
compromise, 

Raful, dressed in coveralls, was 
never alone. Dozens of aides 
swarmed around his stocky figure, 
They followed him into his 
helicopter as he flew out daily to 
visit commanders in the field. It was 


risky, but personal contact with his 
officers and men is Raful's huall- 
mark. The command post was clut- 
tered with brass. 

High-ranking officers on leave 
abroad came home and came there 
straight from the airport. Reserve 
generals, whose well-laundered uni- 
forms seemed to big for them 
turned up in force. Towering over 
them all was Deputy Chief of Staff 
Moshe Levi (his nickname is 
““Moshe-and-a-half’). The com- 
mand post was a combination of 
crisp, barked orders and whispered 
Confidential information. The at- 
mosphere was businesslike but in- 
formal. Drivers and other very or- 
dinary soldiers rubbed shoulders 
with generals as if this were the 
most natural thing in the world. In 
one corner was the pool of ever- 
hungry journalists doing their ser- 
vice with the army spokesman's of- 
fice. They lounged in the shade of 
the pine trees, only coming to life 
when someone appeared at the door 
of a briefing room, only to tell them 
that there was nothing he could say. 


THE GOVERNMENT'S policy for 
the first three days was to_tell 
Israclis nothing about the war other 
than what the Arabs und foreign 
correspondents were telling them. 
The policy was explained as the 
need to keep the enemy in the dark, 
something apparently more import- 
ant than keeping Israelis in the 


know. 


CONSIDERING how little the 
army and the censor allowed the 
Israeli media to publish, the army 
spokesman seems to have made in- 
credible provisions for them. There 
were front-line correspondents 
from the three media attached to 
virtually every unit. Films and 
stories were flown in from the front, 
4nd correspondents were ferried in 
and out. Two radio Networks 
changed their programme format-to 
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include instant news releases. And 
the more we heard, the more con- 
fused we became. This was uc- 
cording to Radio Free Lebanon, 
that according to the Christian 
Radio, Radio Monte Carlo — 
known for its good relutions with 
the Syrians — was freely cited us a 
source of information, as were the 
very muddled wire services. 
There were rumours of heavy 
casualties — thanks partly to Kol 
Yisrael's broadcast of an Arab 
report to that effect. The Syrians 
-were deeply involved in the fighting, 
then not involved in the fighting, 
and constantly redeploying in op- 
posite directions. Some radio sta- 
tions reported that Yasser Arafat's 
depuly, Abu Jihad, had been killed. 
The condition and position of 
Israel's forces remained uncertain. 


THIS WAR has already been writ- 
ten about from almost every angle. 
The stories of heroism will soon be 
written, as will the inevitable ac- 
counts of the shoricomings. But 
there is one thing that will most 
probably not be written about, 
because in the past three decades it 
has become almost trite to mention 
it. However, on one reporter who 
was able to watch — or rather, get ἃ 
glimpse of — those who ran the bat- 
tle, it made such a deep impression 
that he feels it should be ppt on 
record. 

Amir Drori is unlikely to -be 
recognized by many people who 
pass him in the street. He is 44 and 
made a military name for himself by 
commanding the Golani Brigade in 
the Yom Kippur War. He was badly 
.wounded and was decorated for gal- 
lantry. 

Drori was the man in command 
of the present military masterpiece. 
and will probably remain just 85 un- 
familiar a figure to most when it1s 
completed. One couid not fail to be 
touched by the dedication displ 
by him and others Iike him, whe 
seemed to be so divided over the 
necessity for this war before it was 
launched, but so united the moment 
it was set in motion, :

SOMEWHERE in the hills south of the Lebanese border. the 
ghost of the Agranal Commission was Inid to rest last week, 

The army that emerged from the Galilee along the three 
routes leading across the burder hure not even a slight resem- 
blance to the ill-equipped, ill-mainuined and ill-dieiphned 
urmy described by the government panel that investigated the 
blunders of the Yor Kippur War. 

The army last week presented an extraordinary spectacle 
that was a reflection not so much of Israel's national character 
as of what most Isruclis would like that character τα comprise. 

Discipline, organization, neatness and attention to deal 
were manifest in the convoys that moved north in endless lines 
throughout the week. ‘ 

Convoy discipline was superb. A lot of serious people had 
evidently given a lot of serious thought lo the problem of el- 
ficiently sending an ariny into battle along w limited network of 
narrow roads. Day and night, the convoys of trucks and tank- 
bearing trailers roared through uninterrupted. Instead of argu- 
ments over right-of-way and traffic jams, military policemen at 
crossroads kept the well-orchestruted flow moving. ᾿ 

The paucity of breakdowns indicated a high level of vehicle 
maintenance. When mechanical trouble did occur, it was 
swiftly handled. Near Banias, for instance, ἃ tank repair team 
could be seen lifting an engine out of a disabled tank at the 
side of the road and quickly replacing it with a new one, 

The way a long column of armoured personnel carriers 
parked at a border roadside, virtually bumper to bumper as if 
on parade, as the infantrymen waited for the attack order, said 
something about discipline. So did the way a tank unit spread 
out methodically as it crossed the border at Metulla in battle 
formation. The enormous amount of equipment carried on the 
Outside of the armoured vehicles was neatly strapped down. it 
was an army without dangling threads. 


EQUIPMENT was modern, not hand-me-down — at least not 
in the first-line units. In some of the later waves the half- 
iracks and the men were older, bul clearly still serviceable. 
The milk vans and other mobilized civilian vehicles seen in 
previous wars and the motley collection of uniforms had no 
place in the army that went to war last week, 

It was a good-looking army whose size and latent power 
were stunning, i

Ἀππέπης the shooting started, one was not inhibited ubout 
regarding the army moving into battle as a spectacle and even 
looking for social insights.

A puzzle for the historians

Future chroniclers of the Peace 
for Galilee operation may never 
really know whether the confronta- 
tion with the Syrians was the result 
of a prior cabinet decision, an ac- 
cidental development, or the out- 
come of Defence Minister Ariel

Sharon is understood to have 
pressed vigorously from the start for 
a drive to get rid of the Syrian 
ground-to-air missite batteries in the 
Beka'a valley, He also sought to 


reduce the Syrian military presence Ὁ 


in Lebanon, because of the way it 
tilted the internal situation in favour 
of the PLO and the Mosler left, 
and against the Christian com- 
nunity, 

The cabinet said, however, that 
from the very start il had no interest 
in a clash with Syria. 

AL the same time it was aware of 
the dilemma posed by the presence 
of PLO units interspersed among 
the Syrian occupation force and 
within range of Upper Galilee, and 
it knew that political or military ac- 
lion would be necessary to solve

this, 

Last Monday night, when Sharon 
urged the cabinet to agree that the 
LDF tackle the Syrians in an in- 
itiated move, and the cabinet 
declined to decide, Sharon is said to 
have left the meeting with a long 
face, after a six-and-a-half hour ses- 
sion, 

According to one source, Sharon 
returned later to Prime Minister 
Menachem Begin and persuaded 
him that only force would solve the 
dilemma on the eastern sector. This 
version could not be confirmed. 

An Alignment delegation, which 
saw Begin during the Monday 
evening's cabinet meeting and ex- 
Pressed the faction’s reluctance to 
sec a confrontation with the Syrians 
On the eastern sector, went away 
from the meeting uncertain what in 
fluence they had on Begin and un- 

certain as to his own proposal for 
solving the dilemma of the PLO 
units amid the Syrian force. 

The Syrian decision to shift more 
missles and more reinforcements 
into Lebanon on Monday and Tues- 
day may -have been badly advised 
move intended to inhibit the IDF 
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advance. But because it posed a

The Syrian decisidh, at the same 
time, could equally have been the 
Tesult of provocative maneuvering 
on Sharon's part. By sending IDF 
units in the eastern sector forward 
till they virtually stood eyeball to 
eyeball with the Syrian units, he 
made the Syrians feel threatened. 
By sending other units in the central 
sector to overlook the Beirut- 
Damascus highway, he made the 
Syrians feel nervous and menaced 
by encirclement, 


Sharon, having failed to persuade 
the cabinet to agree to a frontal 
assault on the Syrian enclave, may 
have decided to attain his objective 
by circuitous tactics, namely to 
manipulate the picture on the bat- 
lefield in such a manner that the 
Syrians would be decoyed, and pose 
the Israeli columns a challenge. 

The Jerusalem Post was told that 
the situation deteriorated because

LEBANON PARTICIPATED Πι- 
fully in the 1948 war against the 
newly established Jewish. State of 
Israel, but it is worth remembering 
that the Lebanese-Israe] border waa 
the most pacific of Israel's borders 
for the 25 years during which Israel 
was engaged in three major wars. 

That picture changed drastically 
as a result of the forced relocation 
of the PLO in Lebanon following 
the blows it received from King 
Hussein’s-Beduin army in [970 and 
1971. 


Poor Lebanon paid the tragic 
price for the restoration of internal 
security in Hussein's Jordan. The 
presence of the PLO was the major 
cause of the tranaformation of a 
shaky but workable coexistence 
between Lebanese Christians and 
Moslems into a civil war that has, in 
effect, destroyed the country. . 

Given the PLO's raison d'etre — 
its dedication to the destruction of 
Israel and the annihilation or 
violent expulsion of its Jewish pop- 
ulation — il was inevitable that after 
establishing itself on the ruins of 
Lebanon its armed presence there 
would develop into a thorn in 
\sracl's side. 


1 is correctly argued that the 
PLO has never constituted a serious 
threat (ὁ the existence of Israe]. But 
it has, since the early 1970s, con- 
stituted a mortal peril to individual 
Israelis and, periodically, it has 
posed a threat to large concentra- 
tions of Israel's civilian population 
which lived within range of its grow- 
ing Soviet-supplied arsenal. 


Isruel has acted against this threat 
several times, as would any respon- 
sible sovereign government, 


Given the disparity in military

failures, which eventually led to a 
new round of military escalation, 

The Litani Campaign of 1978, 
which followed the PLO attack on a 
busload of Israeli passengers on the 
Coastal Road, was, by and large, a 
botched attempt. 118 purpose was to 
destroy as much of the PLO armed 
Strength on the ground as possible, 

But the delay in launching the 
campaign, and the insistence on 
keeping casualties to on absolute 
minimum by maximum vse of long- 
range fire-power, resulted in the 
PLO escaping with almost its entire 
strength from the wrath of the [srael 
Defence Forces, 


THE POLITICAL consequences of 
the Litani Campaign constituted a 
mixed bag. The best result was the 
creation of a contiguous belt 
between the Christian and Shi'ite 
armed enclaves in the south, which 
have served as a partially successful 
buffer against PLO attacks across 
Israel's northern border, 


There ἰΒ a difference of opinion 
regarding the efficacy of UNIFIL's 
performance, an organisation that 
was crested in the wake of the cam- 
paign and as a condition of Israel's 
withdrawal from Lebanon, 


Different UNIFIL units have 
produced different results, but in 
1982 a fair assessment of the posi- 
tion in Southern Lebanon would be 
that the international force serves 
more as a shield for Israeli 


retaliatory raids against the PLO 
than as an effective force against 
the PLO's armed presence in its 
midst. 

Last July’s war of attrition 
against civilian settlements in the 
Upper Galilee panhandle and in 
Western Galilee came precariously 
close to inviting an Israeli land inva- 
sion of the sort that occurred fast 
week, That invasion was stopped by 
American pressure and an 
American-manipulated cease-fire, 


The cease-fire arranged by US. 
Special Envoy Phitip Habib, using 
“the good offices” of that renowned 
neutral lover of peace Saudi Arabia, 
‘was an impressive piece of legerde- 
main, having been concluded 
between two parties, Israel and the 
PLO, which insist on denying one 
another's existence. 


IT 1S not surprising that that 
makeshift cease-fire did not live out 
its first year. There is good reason 
now, in retrospect, to believe that 
Israel got the short end of the stick 
in that agreement. 

During the past 11 months, the 
Americans have acquiesced in PLO 
insistence that the cease-fire 
covered only military activities 
across the Lebanese-Israel border, 
not terrorist acts against Israelis 
abroad or civilian targets within 
Asrael itself and in the occupied ter- 
ritories, Nor did the Americans, 
who were the godfathers of the 


agreement, agree that the cease-fire 
should limit the further rapid arm- 
ing of the PLO and the digging in of 
PLO artillery, rocket, anti-aircraft 
and infantry units within striking 
range of Israel's northern civilian 
population. : 

The wonder of It all is that the 
cease-fire lasted as long as it did. 
That it succeeded ‘at all was largely 
due to Israeli self-restraint and the 
periodic American pressure which 
helped encourage it. 

One of the timely and useful 
aspects of last week's campaign for- 
the “Peace of Galilee” is that it 
Serves a8 a reminder of the limits of 
even U.S. pressure on Israel when 
ee most basic interests are ‘at 
stake, 


THE OPERATION was preceded 
by a protracted national debate 
over the wisdom of the operation, 
the chances of its success and the 
risks entailed, 

A tiny minority of Israeli public 
opinion holds the view that it is in 
Israel's interest to try to woo the 
PLO from the path of violence and 
of antipathy to the very existence of 
the Jewish state, and that there is a 
reasonable chance of such a novel 
approach achieving a modicum of 
success, 

But the main debate in Israel was 
over the chances of success, the 
risks involved, and the limits en- 
tailed in any such initiative. The 
debate was particularly acrimonious 
because of the abrasive personality 
of Minister of Defence Ariel Sharon 
and the tense relations that have 
developed between Prime Minister 
Menachem Begin and the leaders of 
the Labour opposition. 

Part of the national debate in re- 
cent wecks revolved around the 
nearly philosophical question con- 
cerning the possibility of “wiping 
out the PLO threat in its entirety” 
by a military action. 


THE TENDENCY at auch times tp 
divide Into categorical “yes” or 
“no” camps tends to overlook the 
More reasonable position that, 
while it may be impossible to wipe 
out a broadly based national move- 
ment like the PLO in one fell 
swoop, it is equally untenable for 
Israel to refrain from engaging 2 
militarily as frequently and as effec- 
tively as possible, with the timing of 
such engagements to be determined 
preferably by Isracl rather than by 
the PLO. The debate was 
suspended when the order was 
given for the army to move. 

τ Itis generally agreed in Israe) that 
the IDF will not be able to remain 
indefinitely in the territories that are 
being cleared of the PLO presence. 
Israel will have to make way for 
some other presence. Whether that 
“peace-keeping presence proves 
to be as ineffective as UNIFIL re- 
mains to be seen. 

Two factors may be different this 
time from the conditions which 
made the political aftermath of the 
Litani Campaign so frustrating: The 
surrounding Arab world is more 
divided than ever around the fears 
engendered by the Shi'ite threat 
from an extremist Iran, with Syria 
— and to some extent the PLO — 
being considered supporters of the 
Iranian peril. 

And the Reagan administration 
may just prove to be less fatuous 
thar its predecessors in adopting a 
neutral stance between the PLO 
and Israel. 

What is clear is that the γα] bat- 
tle for security in Southern Lebanon 
and in Israeli Galilee will begin only 
when the big guns fall silem. Let us 
hope that whatever human 
sacrifices Israel makes in achieving 
that goal, will bear fruit when the 
political battle is concluded.

DANIEL DISHON considered the 
question of what had changed since 
June 5, and replied that the PLO 
military force had been smashed 
and removed from the play of forces 
shaping. what used to be Lebanon. 
At present, no one knew the extent 
of PLO casualties and how many 
had escaped behind the Syrian lines 
or were in hiding in the area con- 
trolled by the IDF. Nor was the ex- 
lent of the losses of their arsenals 
yet known, 

However, as an experienced 
observer of the scene, Dishon 
doubted whether the loss of its ter- 
ritorial base was the end of the PLO 
as such. He for one expected the 
PLO to become fragmented and to 
revert to its old terrorist tactics, 
with individual organizational chiefs 
like Habash and Hawatme vying 
with Arafat for primacy, 

Was Arafat not finished? 

Dishon thought him to be much 
too resilient for that, not forgetting 
the conriderable funds, running into 
millions of doilurs, he had in Swiss 
bank accounts. 

But he thought the current opers- 
lion marked the end of Arafat's im- 
position of a quasi-regular army 
onto the PLO forcen in contrast to 
previous fedayeen terror tactics, 

The PLO under Arafat's com- 
mand had switched from Maoist 
tactics to the semblance of a fixed 
line from the mediterranean to 
Mount Hermon, with artillery and 
other gun emplacements. They had 
moved tnto South Lebanon, con- 
verting it into their autonomous 
region after being thrown out of 
Jordan after Black September 1970, 
and after Syria made it clear that it 
wanted tight control in exchange for 
letting them across its borders.

Dishon expected that the rem- 
nants of the PLO would find refuge 
behind Syrian lines, where they 
would get facilities, housing and 
even army training bases, But in 
return they would lose their 
operational freedom. 

Here he noted that in the past, 
PLO incursions via the Golan lines 
had been rare. Only before 1967, 
when Syria was building up Arafat 
to counter the influence- of*-his 
predecessor as PLO'chief, Nasser's 
protegé Ahmed Shukeiry, did 
Damascus allow such raids. 


As for his reading of the aityation 
at the time, he  betieved 
that Syria would not let itself be 
pushed out of Lebanon entirely 
without a major armed conflict. 

“He noted that the “red lines” ox- 
isting since 1976 had been based on 
both sides’ implicit recognition that 
they both had security interests in 
Lebanon requiring mutual respect.

An Israeli in Egypt today

TWO DAYS after we arrived in 
Οεἶγο, ἃ bodyguard presented 
himself, Clutching: a walkie-talkie 
ἀπά with a slight bulge on his hip, he 
how patrols the corridors of the 
hotel on the Corniche el-Nil where 
we are staying, following us on 
every journey. 

His arrival has not been accom- 
panied by any noticeable change in 
attitude towards us, a group of 
Israeli Journalists. Our hosts are still 
as friendly as ever. But, they say, 
the bodyguard is there just in case, 
Israel’s strike into Lebanon has, for 
the first time, necessitated this-kind 
of security for (sraelis in Cairo. 

Following the progress of the war 
in Lebanon from an Arab capital is 
clearly a strange and unpleasant ex- 
perience for an Israeli, The news- 
paper headlines, the news bul- 
letins, the slightly embarrassed but 
pointed questions about Israel's 
motives from Egyptians... all this 
leaves one with @ sense of uneasy 
isolation. And there is an unspoken 
awareness on both sides of the 
fragility of the peace. 

“You are destroying the peace 
treaty with your bombs in 
Lebanon,” said Dr. Abdul Aziz 
Nawar, director of the Middle East 
Research Institute at the University 
of Ein Shams. The institute also has 
adepartment on fsrael, but none of 
its researchers has yet visited the 
country. One can't progress hastily 
in these things, explains Nawar. 


NEWS OF THE Israeli push into 
Lebanon reached us on the bus to 
Cairo, as we drove through El 
Arish. All the way to the canal, past 
the flattened remains of the Bar- 
Lev Line, the cracked bunkers and 
the rusty stee] reinforcements 
where many of us had served as 


soldiers, the sense of surrealism 
grew. Here we were, crossing the 
canal in ferries flying the Egyptian 
flag, with ragged sweet vendors call- 
ing out “shalom,” while Israel Radio 
ard the Voice of Cairo reported the 
armoured advance in the north. 


Our sense of unease, constantly 
heightened by each report of the 
war — the fall of Tyre, Damour, the 
encirclement of Beirut, the clashes 
with the Syrians — contrast with the 
ease with which we can speak 
Hebrew in the streets, mingle in a 
wedding crowd or in a nightclub 
surrounded by Egyptians, Saudis 
and Kuwaitis, 


Taxi drivers and shopkeepers 
recognize us as Israelis and are as 
keen as ever to do business, A 
young man asking for faksheesh re- 
mains unfazed and as persistent as 
ever afler mistaking us for — of all 
thing — a party of Lebunese. 


The majority of Cairenes appear 
blatantly indifferent to the fighting 
in Lebanon: “The Arab states are 
banging away at each other, so why 
shouldn't the Israelis have a go, 
too,” was the off-hand comment of 
one taxi driver. 


BUT IN official circles in Cairo, the 
embarrassment, frustration and 
anger with Israel ure fur more 
vociferous: “Do you think you van 
just go tmz to three million 
Palestinians?” asks αὶ senior offical, 
using αὶ crude epithet of dismissal. 
“Do you think they will all disup- 
pear and that that is how you will 
solve the problem?" 

Newspaper editors are restraining 
their staff and headhne writers, 
another official says: “The bdit- 
terness that you see in the papers is 
only the tip of the iceberg.” 

But the officials concede — and 
foreign diptomats in Cairo confirm 


— that in Egypt it is the president 
and a few of his senior aides who 
determine policy. For the time be- 
ing, that policy remains a firm com- 
mitment to the peace process, and 
no real action is being contemplated 
against Israel, such as recalling the 
ambassador, 

“Egypt will do everything to keep 
its lines with Israel open, if only to 
keep the fig-leaf of Camp David and 
not lo concede that it concluded a 
separate peace with Israel," snid a 
Western diplomat last week. 
“Breaking off relations might give 
Begin the excuse to annex the West 
Bank, !n the end, there is also the 
realization that at the moment, 
(srael appears to hold all the curds.” 

Ata night club we ask our guide if 
he thinks the Saudis and Kuwuitis in 
their white galabiyas and red- 
checked kufiyus at a tuble behind us 
would be prepured to talk to Israeli 
journalists, “Better not to," he says 
apologetivally. “They often have 
bad manners, Their money makes 
them think that they are better than 
us, but we Egyptians just ignore 
them." 

On the political level, however, 
Egyptian embarrassment over 
Israeli actions, which clearly ignore 
the cost to Egypt, is leading to 
frustration with the U.S. role in the 
wreu, Even before the invasion of 
Lebanon, Egypt felt that the U.S. 
was not doing all it could to “per- 
suade™ Israel on the aulonomy issue 
and the dispute over Tuba. 

“We ure aware that there are 
limits to the extent of American in- 
fluence und their willingness to use 
i.” said a senior official.

BOTH IN ISRAEL and. in the 
Diaspora, Friday, May 26 and 
Saturday, May 27 were Biblical 
days of rest, but with one significant 
difference. Whereas in Israel these 
festivals (apart from Rosh 
Hashanah) last just the one day 
prescribed in the Bible, in the 
Diaspora (again with one exception, 
that of the Day of Atonement) their 
observance extends over two, The 
result is that whereas in Israe] Fri- 
day was Shavuot (Pentecost) and 
the morrow an ordinary Sabbath, in 


the Diaspora both days wore - 


Shavuot, when a special Biblical 
portion, and not the consecutive 
Sabbath portion, is read, and is 
resumed only on the following Sab- 
bath. As @ consequence, until July 
3, when in Israel the portion Balak 
alone is read, and in the Diaspora 
both Chukat and Balak, there is a 
difference in the reading. 

And that liturgical note serves as 
an explanation as to why my verse is 
selected from the same portion, 
Shelicha, which was read last Sab- 
bath in Israel but will be read this 
week throughout the rest of the 
world. 

Last week I dealt with one of the 
fruits which the Twelve Spies 
brought back from the Land of 
Israel, the pomegranate. That fruit 
however was overshadowed both 
physically and in the popular mind 
by the huge cluster of grapes which 
was borne on a stave by two of 
them. 

The main importance of the vine 
in the Bible and in Jewish tradition 
and ritual lies not in the grape itself

but in what may rightly be termed 
its “end product,” wine, 


it ἰδ almost impossible to oxag- 
Berate the central position which 
wine holds both materially and In 
ritual in Judaism. It “rejoices the 
heart of man" (Psalm 104,5.), nay it 
even “brings joy to life as a whole” 
(Eccles. 10.9.), And -the verse of 
Canticles 2.4 which, translated 
literally, means “ho hathibrought me 
into the house of wine,” is correctly 
rondered, both In the Authorised 
version and the JPS translation as 
“he bath brought me into the ban- 
queting house” since, as Rashi 
points out ἐμ Joc. the reference is 
ΠΟΙ to a drunken carousel or to a 
visit to the “pub,” but “in Hebrew 
every joyous repast is called ἃ 
“house of wine,” as in Esther 7.2." 
And in Canticles the lover gives ex- 
pression to his overwhelming pas- 
sion for his beloved by stating “thy 
love is much better to me than 
wine," (4.10). 

Wine was an essential element in 
the ritual of the Temple, as it is of 
Kiddush and Havdalah and of all 
joyous religious ceremonies, cir- 
cumcision and the wedding service. 
In our text of this week, however, it 
is not wine but the grape which was 
the centre of aitraction, and since 
we have departed, to a partial ex- 
tent at least, from the weekly por- 
tion in our choice of text, we shall 
continue in that departure from the 
norm next week, and devote this 
column to the vine itself and from 
the planting to the blossom and the 
consequent clusters of luscious 
grapes. 


New head for Presidents’ Conference

Berman, who until now has been

He claims 1 charged that the 
American Jewish lobby ‘‘shul off 
free speech." I don't recall that 
column, but I know that I have writ- 
ten about pressures some American 
journalists felt years ago from the 
so-called Jewish lobby. I must add 
that the lobby's effectiveness with 
the press has declined considerably 
in recent years, 

Alexander is grossly unfair in 
picking phrases from a Washingion 
Post column I wrote over three 
years ago about media stereotyping 
of Arnbs. Anyone, Jew or Arab,. 
who read that column would have 
to agree it is an appeal against 
stereotyping of any group. Alex- 
ander also ignored my observation 
in the column that, when Ralph 
Nader was called a “dirty Arab” by 
a public official, it was ironic and- 
commendable that “two of the first 


‘.to defend Nader were Jewish 


Congressmen. 

He quotes my statement that 1.F, 
Stone "finds it difficult to speak his 
mind in the United States” but skips 
what follows, namely that Stone 
told the he finds it difficult to find a 
temple or synagogue where he is 
welcomed as a speaker, 

Alexander identifies me as one 
who gives frequent attention to ex- 
tremist figures in Israeli political 
life. Yes, I have quoted Uri Avneri 
and Amos Elon. Are they really ex- 
tremists? δ have never quoted 
Felicia Langer. Because of personal 
meetings and interviews, I have also: 
quoted Prime Minister Begin, 
Moshe Arens, Shimon Peres, Yitzhak 
Rabin, Simcha Dinitz, Vietnamese 
refugees at Afula, and “mainline” 
professors and “right-wing" stu- 
dents alike of Hebrew University, 
So what? Israel has many voices, 
thank God. 


{f Alexander would have checked 
with me, he would have learned | 
have written mary, many pieces on 
Israel. There are bound to be some 
phrases that aren't pleasing to every 
Iareeli, 

He would have also tearned that 
on two occasions I addressed Arabs 
in an audience with the admonition 


that they should rid themselves of 
the notion that the American press 
is “Zionist” dominated. I explained 
to them that until Israel was 
founded, The New York Times and 
Washington Post were unsym- 
pathetic with Zipaiem on their 
editorial pages, as were many 
Jewish-American thinkers. I also 
pointed out that many Jewish- 
American journalists sometimes 
wrote critically of Israel. So what? 
That is the genius of America. 

Finally, Alexander evidently 
hasn't read my published observa- 
tions that there is little press 
freedom or press access in many 
Arab nations. 

Nor has Alexander bothered to 
research me enough to find my 
statements that the moral 
imperative for the sovereignty and 
need for Israel is that Jewish people 
must always have an [srael to move 
to, if they choose to, 

Meanwhile, when I think Israel 
makes mistakes and that they 
deserve comment, I will comment, 
Alexander or no, [ certainly think

It all began with our plans to 
complete the Memorial Park and 
Sports Centre in Ma'alot, Our 
daughter, Karen, initiated this 
memorial to commemorate the 
ruthless slaughter of 26 school 
children by Arab terrorists in 1974. 
But thal project alone just didn’t 
seem enough to keep us involved 
during the five weeks we planned tu 
slay in Israel. 

A guy numed Danny Siegel sup- 
plied the answer. | heard about 
Danny and his Tzedakah Fund 
which helps needy people and 
orgunizations not only in Israel but 
in this country us well. | reviewed 
his latest report which basically in- 
cluded his 1981 visit to Israel. [1 
provided names, addresses and 
phone numbers of-many charitable 
activities with a short description of 
what they do and what they need. A 
phone cal! to Danny Siege! —- an in- 
Spiring, committed, dedicated 
educator, author, poet — imbued 
me with such enthusiasm 1 couldn’t 
Wait to get started. 

Upon our arrival in Jerusalem, [ 
contacted Danny's counterpart in 
Israel, American born Polly 
Okunieff, who is dedicating her life 
lo Tzedakah in [srael. With her 
guidunce we planned our Jerusalem 
area itinerary. First we visited a 
shellered workshop that provides 
work for men and women who have 
been treated for mental ailments. 
Performing a variety of industrial 
jobs — sorting, envelope stuffing, 
book binding, etc., these people 
have been given καὶ new lease on life. 
We promised to purchase a spiral 
binding machine which would 
enable them to obtain more jobs 
fron industry. 

Close by was a sheltered 
workshop for the mentally retarded 
who amazingly performed 
remarkable feats of weaving and 
sewing. We'll be happy to supply 
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them additional yarn to help them 
continue their remarkable pro- 
gramme. 

One of the persons we en- 
countered was Miriam Mendilow 
who, in the 19608, took steps to help 
elderly people needing various 
forms of assistance. Restoring ald 
‘buildings in 2 poor-section of 
Jerusalem, she gradually developed 
a complex of 13 workshops that 
produce prize winning crafis. The 
elderly arrive every morning from 
their homes to produce toys, dres- 
ses, shawls, ceramics, metal works 
of all types. They come from all 
over — some in wheelchairs — but 
all of them with dignity and 
gratitude for the opportunity to per- 
form some worthwhile job, 

The dentul clinic has a crying 
need for equipment and supplics to 
make dentures at a fraction of the 
usual cost. We're being sent a 
“shopping list" of specific needs. 

We visited a hostel for 22 retard- 
ed adplis, but the rented house was 
in apoor state of repair and the land- 
lord refused to do anything about 
it. Hopefully their search for a new 
home will be successful. A young 
Israeli is doing a remarkable job of 
administering this operation under 
difficult conditions, Every resident 
works either in the home or in the 
private sector. They're doing a fine 
job of integrating the handicapped 


inte society by having them attend. 


public pools, museums, coffee 
shops and other forms of enlertain- 
ment. A colour TV set will saon 
enlighten their lives, 


Truly we- can all be proud of 
Isracl —.more than for the usual 
reasons.. Here is a people beset with 
more problems during its young 
history — wars, terrorism, politics, 
economics — yet it has found the 
Lime und the heart to do something 
about the old, the infirm and the 
handicapped, 


1 have not heard of u planned 
programme in our country thut con- 
siders {he plight of the older retard- 
ed people. Yet we visited a facility 
that plans and actually cares for aad 
educates mentul retardates from the 
age of two-until they can no longer 
remain active. Realizing how

traumatic it would be to move such 
a person from a sheltered home to 
which he on she has become ac- 
customed to ἃ strange, new nursing 
home environment, the AKIM 
Association for the mentally han- 
dicapped is planning to build an ad- 
dition to its present facility to ac- 
commodate the elderly. 


Ten years ago Ilana (formerly 
Eileen) Goldfarb of Cleveland 
Heights made her aliya to Israel. 
Her parents, Act and Bess 
Goldfarb, need have no misgivings 
about their daughter's utter hap- 
piness. Employed by the Jerusalem 
Centre for Child and Family 
Development, [lana is blissfully 
contented working with multiple 
handicapped children from birth to 
the age of five. The need is great for 
U.S. made educational and 
rchabilitational toys. After admiring 
the dedication of this young lady 
and her associates, we felt the least 
we could do was to make the 
necessary supplies available for 
these unfortunate children. 


And now for a change of pace we 
took a sherut to Beersheba. How 
that Lown hus grown since we last 
visited it in 1960! The new Ben 
Gurion University is an architec- 
tural gem. But beyond the attrac- 


tion of the brick and mortar and 
lovely new homes und buildings was 
the exciting opportunity to visil the 
very first group home in Israel for 
retarded children. Rescued from a 
life in an institution were four boys 
and four girls ages 10-14 who have 


je lived together in ἃ house for almost 


two years now, Although the rooms 
were entirely inadequate (four kids 
in a room meant for one) you never 
saw a happier family group. 
Hopefully this successful home for 
the retarded will serve as an inspira- 
tion to establish similar homes 
throughou. -srae). 


Situated on x hill lop near tne 
town of Tivon is Kfur Tikvah, the 
“village of hope’. Here 110 young 
mentully retarded folks live a per- 
feelly normal life umong beuutiful 
surroundings overlooking a mugnifi- 
cent view of the valley below. Kfar 
Tikvah was established 14 years ago 
as a permanent home for these 
youngsters who ure still capable of 
being educated and trained. Here 
{hey learn to live and work as 
productive human beings free from 
the frustrations and loneliness 
which they encounter in normal 
society, This exciting Kibbutz-like 
facility comprises 75 acres, with 20 
houses, ἃ modern dining hall, club 
rooms, school rooms, infirmary,. - 
gymnasium, swimming pool and 
‘work shops for teaching ‘various 
(fades. Here the objective is to 
educate, train and care for a retard- 
ed person for his or her entire life., 
We were delighted to be: able to 
help finance an intercom system so 
that the Scattered dwellings on the 
premises can have immediate con-. 
tact with a central facility. - 


The most emotionally disturbing 
experience of our entire trip oc- 
curred when we visited Ma‘on 
Latinok, a home for 42 Downs Syn- 
drome (Mongoloid) infants ‘most of 
whom had been rejected by their 
parents. Not willing to permit these 
infants to be abandoned and forgot- 
ten, a veritable angel of a woman,’ 
Hadassuh Levi, found a house in’ 
Ramat Gan and took them all in, 
one by one. Extending to each child 
the warmth and love and affection - 
of a true mother, she bas produced 
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amazing results. 

But the staff is not big enough. 

Call it prophetic, divinely ἱπ- 
spired or just pure coincidence, the 
diay hefore we left Cleveland, we 
met Bea and Tom Lubin, who asked 
us to extend regards to their cousin 
in Jerus:lem, Rabbi Seymour Zam- 
browsky, u former Clevelander. 
Through him we met his son-in-law, 
Rabbi Karpol Bender, executive 
vice-chairman at Bar Ilan Univer- 
sity in Ramat Gan. 1 was told Bar 
Tan had an outstanding programme 
in specisl and infant education, Stu- 
dents ure encouraged to do field 
work in conjunction with theit 
social studies programme. In- 
Stinctively the mental fight bulbs 
started τὸ flicker. ᾿ 

Why not courdinate the academic 
Programme to include working part 
time with these retarded infants: 
Rubbi Bender was extremely 
cooperilive and interested. He 
urranged mectings with the Dean 
the entire education programme 
plus his director of infant cducation. 
The concept was explained, endors- 
ed and a multi-disciplinary meeting 
with top level administrators @ 
educulors was held to establish 8 
programme to encourage students 
to participate at Ma’on Lalece 
The details arrived at our home δ" 
ter we left Israel. 

Here for the first time, to my 
knowledge, was a well thought oul, 
coordinated programme not only 
help the infants at Μ᾿ ὉΠ Latino 
achieve maximum mental ani 
physica! skills, but equally import 
ant, an involved education® 
programme that includes the 
parents, many of whom had dec 
to abandon their infant child. 

Since our return home one 
friends asked, “What ever 
prompted you to do alll this?" Leet} 
ἃ moment of contemplation, { to 
him, “God gave us a reta 
because he know we would alway 


. love and care for her, So, too; did 


graciously bless us with the oppo! 
tunity to distribute our means 
those less fortunate.

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THE WAR— COMMENT 
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Time to call a halt to the fighting 


FOR A WHILE yesterday it 
seemed that the race against time 
which had started on Sunday with 
Israel's entry into Lebanon was, 
for practical purposes, over. The 
order of the day, it seemed, was an 
agreement on a cease-fire, and 
then a discussion of terms for the 
withdrawal of Israeli forces back 
home. 

That impression was gained, for 
one thing, from President 
Reagan’s measage to Premier 
Begin. This was no longer in the 
nature of a pious expression of 
hope for a quick winding up of 
Operation Peace for Galilee; 
while it did not amount to an 
ultimatum, the message 
represented a definite, if friendly, 
demand. In the background was a 
message from President Brezhnev 
to President Reagan serving 
notice, in effect, of the Soviet 
Union's commitment to Syria's 
safety. The reminder was more 
than Mr. Reagan could ignore. 

Shades of 1956, knowledgeable 
observers, both official and unof- 
ficial, in Jerusalem promptly 
observed. For four days the guns 
had spoken on the ground in 
Lebanon; but now it was the turn 
of the still bigger guns, the major 
powers, to have their say. 

There was no indication in Mr. 
Reagan's message that he 
had gone back on his view, aired 
before the British Parliament this 
week, about the need “to samp 
out the scourge of terrorism that 
in the Middle East makes war an 
ever-present threat." But the U.S.

Ha'aretz (Independent) wrote 
on June 9: “it is once more ob- 
vious that our soldiers are not 
fighting to remove the Galilee set- 
tlements from the range of 
terrorist artillery, but rather for 
other ends not mentioned in Sun- 
day's cabinet resolution... 
Whoever is giving the 1DF 
orders... is thinking of linking 
up the [DF with Bashir Jemayil's 
Christian militias. This means that 
our forces are now being used to 
attain a political aim that has 
nothing to do with peace for the 
Galilee, But our forces’ rapid ad- 
vance to the Zaharani and even 
the Awali River has not ensured 
that the balance of political power 
within Lebanon will be decisively 
altered in favour -of_the 


Christians...1t is no secret that the ἡ 


Defence Minister has long 
dreamed of this objective. Now he 
apparently has seized the oppor- 
tunity given him...to aim al a solu- 
tion of the entire problem of 
Lebanon...But one may doubt 
whether all the Knesset members 
who supported the Government 
two days ago view our interven- 
tion in the dormant Lebanese civil 
war as an essential step for the 
Galilee settlements’ security. 
“Up lo now there was reason to 
believe that international bodies 
did not utterly reject an [sraeli 
Operation presented as an ac- 
tion whose aim was lo remove 8 
constant threat from our civilian 
settlements...But if a war between 
us and Syria develops...the 
balance of opinion in the inter- 
Rational community is’ likely to 
change, to Israel's detriment. And 
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president wanted a cease-fire, and 
he wanted it at once — before the 
possible escalation of which Mr. 
Brezhnev warned, 

Would Israel accept an im- 
mediate cease-fire? For a while it 
seemed that the high command 
was ready to call a halt to the 
hostilities last night or carly this 
morning. Some unfinished 
business was still left, under the 
expanded version of Israel's war 
aims, in both the west and the 
east: knocking out the PLO head- 
quarters in Beirut, seizing control 
of the Beirut-Damascus road, and 
pushing the terrorists north of the 
Galilee panhandle. 

These strategic objectives could 
presumably be achieved before 
Secretary of State Haig had ar- 
tived here, at Israel's own invita- 
tion, this morning. But last night, 
in Bonn, Mr. Haig called off the 
visit, His reason was that the 
Israclis had not “evinced suf- 
ficient flexibility," He had earlier 
on spoken to Mr. Begin on the 
phone. 

Someone high up -- it would 
Not be too wild a surmise tht it 
was Defence Minister Ariel 
Sharon — evidently bridled at the 
notion of an early ceuse-fire. 
Although he had originally us- 
sured the Americans thal it would 
take him barely 72 hours 10 do 
away with the (terrorists in 
Lebanon, the defence minister 
must now have decided that he 
needed a few more days, and nol 
merely hours, to complete the job. 

It was not entirely clear what 


the massive stack on the Syrian 
anti-aircraft missile batteries in 
the Lebanese Beka'u has brought 
us close to this possibility. If at the 
beginning there was roomt to think 
that the Damascus regime was not 
upset over the IDF's destroying 
the terrorist organizations ws a 
military force, We must now take 
into consideration that there are 
blows and insults that this regime 
cannot endure without reacting 
forcefully. While it is possible that 
we would be uble in the first stages 
to overcome the Syrian Army, in 
later stages Damascus might re- 
quest that the USSR aid it — and 
it is impossible to guess how things 
would end up in such a case... 


“[t is stilt early to take our 


-forces out of Lebanon; but given 


that the original aim of the opera- 
tion has in fuct been achieved, the 
government would do well to 
resolve to comply with the first 
Security Council resolution 
demanding (with U.S. agreement) 
that we cease fire. Most of the 
Galilee is out of danger: and the 
problem of the terrorists in 
*Fatuhland’... can be solved to our 
satisfaction with the aid of Philip 
Habib's mediution.”’ 


Hatzofeh (National Religious 
Party) exultantly proclaims the

in the northern settlements 
following the destruction of the 
Syrian missiles. The paper praises 
the cabinet for its “daring and 
“courageous” decision, and 
argues that that (hough Israel has 
on several occasions reiterated to 
the Syrians ils desire nol to get 


still had to be done, to his mind. 
But there was a suggestion that, 
apart from wanting to mop up 
some pockets of terrorist 
resistance, including those in 
Beirut, Mr, Sharon was anxious to 
visit a true humiliation on the 
Syrians. This, somehow, instead of 
causing a bigger explosion, would 
be a contribution to a peaceful 
conclusion. In any case it would 
assure that the ceasefire, when it 
was concluded, would not be with 
the PLO, as last July, but with the 
Syrians, 

The Syrians are interlopers, but 
Uhey represent an authentic 
government, therefore they are an 
address, The PLO is merely a 
bunch of terrorists, whose mini- 
state now lies in ruins. And as for 
the present ramshackle, but still 
legitimate, Lebanese government, 
the defence minister would like lo 
sec it replaced with a brand-new 
central authority of his own 
choosing, controlled by represen- 
tutives of the militant Christian 
minority. 

In Mr. Sharon's book, Israel's 
ability to act as the arbiter of 
Lebanon's destiny is apparently 
limitless, and the death warrant it 
has issued the PLO will prevent 
that organization from ever rising 
again, With Lebanon under his 
thumb and the PLO extirpated, he 
will not just have assured the peo- 
ple of Galilee of a peaceful ex- 
istence — he will, more impor- 
tuntly, have somehow "solved" 
the Palestinian problem. He will 
have secured Judea, Samaria

into conilict with them, “the 
Syrian government left no alter 
nalive. [t strengthened its missile 
system in Lebanon and sent plunes 
to defend the terrorist buses from 
the IDF forces." The paper has 
nothing but praise for both the 
government, the air force, and the 
IDF. 

Yedlot Ahronot (Independent) 
writes: “Operation Peace for the 
Galilee has already cost us not a 
few sacrifices, and we fear that 
this is not yet the end, and that 
further losses can be expected in 
the coming days. Only if this 
results...in solving the problem 
over which we went into baitle 
will we be uble to say that the 
shedding of our blood was not in 
vain... But if some of the terrorists 
remain in lhe Syrian-occupied 
urew near us and continue to rain 
death on our people from under 
the Syrian umbrella — then what 
will we have solved? ...11 is 
therefore not enough for Peres 
and Rabin to decide to restrain 
Begin’s hand lest he, God forbid, 
under any circumstance, strike at 
the Syrians, even when they let the 
terrorists removed from Israel's 
north-west border continue their 
terrible work against Israel from 
the north-cast. What will we gain 
from this? We, too, are not in 
favour of ‘getting entangled in a 
war with Syria,” and indeed we 
agree with Peres und Rubin that 
we must Iry and avoid that.
